Columbia — 23rd  May,  1899.  Creation  of  school  district  cancelled  28th 
November,  1905. 

Cranbrook — 1st  May,  1899.  Boundaries  altered  and  re-defined  27th 
November,  1905  : 

All  that  tract  of  land  embraced  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
City  of  Cranbrook. 

Cumberland— 17th  April,  1890.  Boundaries  altered  and  re-defined  7th 
December,  1901  : 

All  that  area  embraced  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Cumberland. 
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Enderby — 8th  May,  1888.  Boundaries  altered  and  re-defined  14th  May, 
1891,  27th  June,  1894,  and  2nd  August,  1905  : 

All  that  tract  of  land  comprised  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
City  of  Enderby. 

Fernie — 18th  April,  1899.  Boundaries  altered  and  re-defined  14th  Septem- 
ber, 1904  : 

All  that  tract  of  land  embraced  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
City  of  Fernie. 

Grand  Forks — 18th  May,  1897.  Boundaries  altered  and  re-defined  23rd 
May,  1899,  7th  December,  1901,  and  27th  November,  1905  : 

All  that  area  embraced  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Grand  Forks. 

Greenwood — 18th  May,  1897.  Boundaries  altered  and  re-defined  14th 
November,  1900: 

All  that  area  embraced  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Greenwood. 

Kamloops — 11th  May,  1886.  Boundaries  altered  and  re-defined  7th 
December,  1901  : 

All  that  area  embraced  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Kamloops. 

Kaslo — 18th  April,  1893.  Boundaries  altered  and  re-defined  7th  Decem- 
ber, 1901,  and  6th  January,  1906  : 

All  that  tract  of  land  in  and  around  the  City  of  Kaslo,  West  Koot- 
enay, embraced  within  the  circumference  of  a circle  whose  centre  shall 
be  the  centre  of  the  plot  of  land  on  which  the  City  Hall  in  Kaslo  now 
stands,  and  whose  radius  shall  be  a distance  of  five  miles  from  such  cen- 
tral point.

Commencing  at  the  middle  point  of  Section  20,  Township  26,  Chilli- 
wack Municipality ; thence  west  to  the  eastern  boundary  of  Indian 
Reserve;  thence  in  a north-westerly  direction,  following  the  eastern 
boundary  of  the  Indian  Reserve  to  the  Chilliwack  River;  thence 
following  the  Chilliwack  River  to  the  south-east  boundary  of  Lot  265  ;

said  township ; thence  west  to  the  south-east  corner  of  Lot  375  ; thence 
north  to  the  north-east  corner  of  said  lot ; thence  east  to  the  south-east 
corner  of  Section  14  of  said  township;  thence  north  to  the  southern 
boundary  of  Lot  7 6 ; thence  east  to  the  south-east  corner  of  said  lot ;
